Los ANGELES, Gala., Sept. 4.—One of 
the heirs of George W. Fraker, the 
Missouri man who was arrested for at- 
tempting to swindle an insurance com- 
pany, is an inmate of the Whittier 
state reform school, where he has been 
for the last three years. He is a boy 
thirteen years of age, named Adolph 
Fraker, a cousin of the doctor. In 
1862 Dr. Fraker visited the coast for 
the purpose of locating the children of 
the family, of which Adolph was one of 
seven other children. He discovered 
Adolph in the reform school and took 
a great fancy to him, providing him 
with costly presents and declaring his 
intention of taking the boy east and 
giving him an education. He leit the 
coast in the spring of 1892, promising 
to return for Adolph in the fail. He 
corresponded with the boy in the in- 
terim until the month of Jaly, when 
Fraker was said to have been drowned. 
The finding of Fraker destroyed the 
beautiful castle he attempted to build 
for the boy and reduced Adolph again 
to the plane of a penniless inmate of 
the reform school. He is being taught 
the trade of a shoemaker.

car. This investigation is the result of 
charges made by Charles T. Lyons, a 
resident of Brooklyn, N. Y., who was 
temporarily in Madflga.soar on business 
last September. 
Mr. Lyons went to the 
island as the 8>i®nt of the Boston firm 
of exporters, and, it is alleged, incurred 
the enmity of Wetter through the fact 
that in taking the place there he neces- 
sarily ousted a man who was a personal 
friend of Wetter's. 
Wetter had Lyons 
arrested on the charge of opening mail 
addressed by the consul to the governor 
of one of the provinces of Madagascar^ 
and at his trial insisted upon sitting as 
Lyon's judge as well as acting as prose 
cutor. 


Lyons became so convinced that he 
was doomed to imprisonment through 
this proceas that he forfeited his bail 
and left the island before the trial 
terminated. He claims to have noti- 
fied the state department promptly of 
what he had done and to have filed 
charges against Wetter, and complains 
that his charges until recently have re- 
ceived no attention from that quarter. 
The state department authorities ex- 
plain the fact that no acknowledge- 
ment has been made of Mr. Lyons' 
communication by saying that they did 
not know of his whereabouts until 
notified very recently of his arrival in 
Brooklyn. It was stated at the same 
time that Mr. Lyons had now been 
notified that any charges he might have 
to make would receive due considera- 
tion at the hands of the department. 


Mr. Lyons is represented by his 
friends as still determined to press the 
charges, but he has decidee to await 
the return of Assistant Secretary of 
State Uhl, who has charge of consular 
questions in the department. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Lyons then will file 
a sworn statement in the case and press 
it to a conclusion. 
His defense against 
Wetter's original charge is that the 
letter he opened was addressed to him- 
self and that the letter to the Mada- 
gascar officials wiM enclosed under one 
seal, with various other letters to him- 
self, Lyons. 
The investigation will 
hear directly upon the Waller case. 


Waller and his step-son, Paul Bray^ 
sat with Wetter as members of the 
court, and it appears, themselves gained 
the ill will of Wetter because they dis- 
covered what they conceived to be 
Wetter's desire to unduly punish Ly- 
ons. This was one of the questions 
touched upon by Waller in one of the 
letters to his wife, which were inter- 
cepted by the French authorities, and 
this fact, it is asserted, accounts for 
Wetter's alleged supineness in defend- 
inj; Waller's rights.

The flames were discovered on the 
end of the Boston and Albany rAilroad 
pier in the freight shed No. 1, known 
83 "Old Round Top,"' about 5 o'clock, 
but an alarm was not given until 5:30 
and at that hour the structure, which 
was a one story building, several hun- 
dred feet in length, was a mass of 
flames. The steamer Burton discharged 
a cargo of hemp at this pier yesterday 
and the entire cargo, with a large 
quantity of flour and other freight in 
this shed, wag destroyed. 
A large 
amount of freight was thrown into the 
water from the docks. 


At 6:18 a second alarm was given 
summoning almost the entire Boston 
fire department, the department from 
Winthrop and the fire boats. By this 
time the fire had spread to the adjoin- 
ing docks, at one of which the Cunard 
steamer Cephalania was moored. Be- 
fore the steamship could be towed out 
of danger her sides were ablaze, one of 
her life boats was partly destroyed and 
her rigging was on fire. The flames 
were extinguished, however, as soon as 
she was anchored, and she was not 
badly damaged. 


But little of the freight in the big 
three story warehouses, Nos. 4 and 5, 
owned by the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road company, could be 
removed 
before the fire fastened on the build- 
ings 
and, spite 
of the vigorous 
efforts of the firemen, both 
struc- 
tures were 
soon 
almost 
entirely 
destroyed. The loss on the freight 
stored in them will be very heavy, 
but no accurate estimate of the damage 
on this score can yet be made. 
Near 
the storehouses fifteen freight cars, 
most of them loaded, were lying on the 
tracks, and it was impossible to remove 
them before they caught fire. Almost 
all of them were wholly destroyed with 
their contents. Piers Nos. 1, 4 and 5, 
on which the burned storehouses were 
built, were reduced to a mass of charred 
timbers sticking out of the water. A 
light wind carried the blazing embers 
from the conflagration into the tene- 
ment house district near by, and three 
tenement houses were partly destroyed 
and damaged to the extent of about 
$5,000. Three smaller dwellings were 
slightly damaged. 
Shortly 
after 9 
o'clock the big storehouse No. 8 was in 
flames and the fight of the firemen was 
directed to this point. 


The main part of the building was 
saved. The flames were confined to 
the south end, which was gutted. At 
10:30 the fire was under control but 
still smouldering and it cannot be en- 
tirely extingaished for, some hours. 
The smoke was unusually dense and 
suffocating and many of the firemen 
were overcome but not seriously in- 
jured.

"WHEREAS, It seems desirable that a 
national body, in representmg the 
banking interests of the nation, te 
formed for the purpose of advancing 
the welfare of the banking fraternity 
and securing uniformity of action on 
problems common to the practice of 
banking, and, 


" WHEREAS, the existence of the State 
Bankers' association in nearly ail the 
states 
of the union would render 
the foundition of a inational organiza- 
tion of bankers both practical and 
timely, and, 


"WHEREAS, It is the belief of the 
council of the administration of the 
New York State Bankers' association 
that concerted action towards this end 
would now be opportune, therefore, 
be it 


"Resolved, That a committee of five 
members of this association, nf which 
the president shall be one. be appointed 
to secure an expression of opinion from 
the various state associations through- 
out the country as to the advisibility 
of establishing a national organization, 
the membership of which shall be com- 
posed of delegates from state banker 
associations." 


James C. Cannon, vice president of 
the Fourth National bank, who is pres- 
ident of the State Bankers' sssociation, 
has been the most active of the pro- 
moters of the new enterprise, and he 
believes that it will accomplish ezcel- 
lent results.

WILL BE BÜILT. 


The Commissioners Unanimons- 
ly Favor a New CoTirt House. 


Only DilTer In Regard to the I..evy This 


Tear—The Bîew Ediflce Will Be 


B n i l t in 1897. 


The county commisBioners are en. 
gaged today in fixing the county tax 
levy for the coming year, but it may 
probably not be determined what it 
will be until some time later during 
the present session, as they are consid- 
ering the propriety of making a levy 
for the building of a new court house. 
The county debt is reduced to 
$ 5 0 . 0 0 0 
and $ 2 5 , 0 0 0 of this amount ia due on 
January 1. There is in the treasury 
exactly $ 2 0 , 4 2 0 1 1 to redeem the bonds, 
thus reducing the actual indebtedness 
to $25 000. In view of this the hoard ^ 
feels it can make a court house levy 
without increasing taxation to the prop- 
erty holders oi the county. 


All of the commissioners sgree upon 
the fact that a new court house is 
needed, and in talking with them this- 
afternoon THE 
SENTINKL representative 
was told by Commissioners S'tellhorn, 
Jones and Ferguson that each of them 
was in favor of building it as soon as 
the proper details can be arranged, and 
it is safe to say that in the spring 
of 1897 the building of a new court 
house will be commenced upon the eite 
of the present unfit structure. 


The only point on which they dis- 
agree is as to the propriety of making a 
two cent levy this year. Commission- 
ers Jones and Stellhorn are in favor of 
acting now, but Commissioner Furge- 
son does not want to make this two 
cent levy until next year when an 8 
cent levy fshould be made, but he is 
however, for making the levy and build- 
ing the new court house. 


His plan, which he showed to a 


SENTINEL representative, is to issue 
bonds in the sum of $ 5 0 0 , 0 0 0 . payable 
in five, ten, fifteen, twenty and twenty- 
five years, with 
per cent, interest, 
and pay them, at maturity, as could Be 
done, by the levy of 8 per cent, which 
would be made for court house pur- 
pores, this levy bringing in each year 
a sufiBcient sum to do so Without being 
a bmrden to the tax payers. 


In one year, the commissioners say, 
the tax levy would bring in |8,000 and 
this added to the sum now on hand 
would made $ 4 0 , 0 0 0 for the court house 
fund in a year as a starter. 
Their idea 
is to settle on plans next year, adver- 
tise for bids, and be ready to com- 
mence work in earnest in the spring of

Tbe Sfoving of the Crops. 


The statement that the treasury de. 
partment will give more attention to 
keeping plenty of small bills and silver 
in circulation than to maintaining the 
gold balance during the next 
two 
months is explained by the fact that 
this is the crop moving season. 
As the 
crops are purchased at first hands in 
small lots the currency required to 
make quick and easy payments must 
be largely in bills of small denomina- 
tions and the estimate of 12.5,000,000 in 
f 1 and $2 notes which will be required 
for this use seems quite low enough 
The chances are that it is under rather 
than up to the real extra demand. 


To the great public the chief interest 
in this statement lies in the fact that it 
marks the beginning of the crop mov- 
ing season. 
Whether the particular 
kind of currency needed for this service 
shall be $25,000,000 or twice that sum 
concerns only the buyers and sellers 
themselves. 
The fact that the great 
staple crops are to be moved, giving in- 
creased employment to railvrays, canals 
and steamship lines and quickening ia- 
dustries in a thousand directions, coo- 
cerns everybody. 
The moving of the 
crops means that the farmers will have 
money to spend with the merchants 
and manufacturers, and that new impe- 
tus will be given to the already reviv- 
ing busineis of the country. 


Fortunately for the nation in g^^n- 
eral and the farmers in particular, the 
crop diversification has been in the 
right direction this year. 
There have 
been less cotton and wheat planted 
than usual. 
The markets were already 
overstocked with both. 
More corn and 
potatoes have been planted, staples 
with which the markets were not over- 
stocked, aud the crops of both are 
above the average, that of corn being 
the greatest ever known. 
As if nature 
had been trying to help the farmers re- 
store the equilibrium, the crop condi- 
tions elsewhere are likely to cause a 
lively demand for all our staples. 


Unless all signs fail, 
it will thus 
coinè about that the wheat and cotton 
produce» with smaller orops 
than 
usual will get more money by an ap- 
preciation in prices than they formerly 
secured for a greater yield of their re 
spective staples, with the big corn and 
potato crops in reserve to fill all possi- 
ble demands both at home and abroad. 
On the whole, the crops seem t? fit the 
markets better this year than usual 
and the preparations for moving them 
will be hailed by everybody as the 
signal for the beginning of a very busy 
and profitable fall and winter season. 


Chlckamauga Park. 
Sept. 19 and 20, 1863, the great bat- 
tle of Chickamauga was fongbfc.

The Christians are of a 
different race. 
They are progressive, 
energetic and ambitious. 
They grow 
rich and prosperous, while the slothful, 
shiftless Turk, hampered by his multi- 
plicity of wives and children, grows 
poorer and poorer.

And Evontnally It Was tlie Means of sar- 
ins: His Life. 


"Speaking of puuctiliousness," said 
Colonel Calliper, "you remember my 
telliiig you some time ago about a man 
•who was so particular about his dress 
that fit a -wateriug place where he was 
staying, the tide happening to servo aft- 
er 6 o'clock, he went clamming iu even- 
ing dress?

For 
days she was waterlogged and unman- 
ageable, but the captain clung to her till 
the last with the hope that he might yet 
save her, or that help would come. But 
the time came when they had to leave 
her. The longboat, equipped and pro- 
visioned, had been kept ready, and when 
at last longer delay was impossible the 
captain gave the order to leave the ship. 
It was after 8 o'clock, and Mr. Timbler 
stepped over the rail into his place in 
the longboat in evening dress. 


"For days they floated on the ocean, 
and at last their provisions gave out. 
Then for days they starved, and then 
they drew lots to see who should die. 
The lot fell to Mr. Timbler. It was noon, 
when the lots were drawn; the killing 
was set for 6 o'clock. 
Lots had been 
drawn for thi.s task, too, and at 6 o'clock 
the sailor upon whom the lot had fallen 
came aft, knife in hand, to where Mr. 
Timbler sat. For once Mr. Timbler wis 
not iu evening dress at the hour, though 
when he sow the sailor approach he 
knew that the hour had come when he 
ought to be. He asked for time to dress. 
Ho had accepted the lot without a mur- 
mur, but he didn't like to be killed in 
morning costume, 


"The sailor carried his request for- 
ward, and after a brief conversation it 
was decided to give IVIr. Timbler time. 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Timbler had 
been liked aboard the ship, both for- 
ward and 
aft. 
Notwithstanding his 
punctiliousness in the matter of dress, he 
could look a gale in the eye and he was 
not afraid of salt water. So it was felt 
that this courtesy was due him, and the 
sailor went back and told him he would 
Imve time to dress. Mr. Timbler was as 
deliberate as he w^as precise, and it does 
not seem altogether improbable that on 
this occasion he was perhaps rather 
more deliberate than usual. He came to 
the end at last, but while he was ar- 
ranging his tie and the man who was 
waiting for him was sharpening his 
knife on the gunwale, a shout was heard 
from forward:

WASBIXUTOX, Sept. 4 —A spice of in- 


terest is to be added to the Waller case 
by an investigation of Consul Wetter, 
who wns Waller's successor and is the j 
present uonnul at Tamative, Madagas- 
car. This investigation is the result of 
charges made by Charles T. Lyons, a 
resident of Brooklyn, N. Y , who was 
temporarily in Madagascar on business 
last September. Hr Lyons went to the 
island as the e^ent of the Boston firm 
of sxportera, and, it is alleged, incurred 
the enmity of Wetter through the fact 
that in taking the place there he neces- 
sarily ousted a man who was a personal 
friend of Welter's. Wetter bad Lyons 
arrested on the charge of opening mail 
addressed by the consul to the governor 
of one of the provinces of lladagascari 
and at his trial insisted upon sitting as 
Lyon's judge as well as acting as prose 
cutor. 


Lyons became so convinced that he 


was doomed to imprisonment through 
this process that he forfeited his bail 
and left the island before the trial 
terminated. He claims to have noti- 
fied the state department promptly of 
what he had done and to have filed 
charges against Wetter, end complains 
that his charges until recently have re- 
ceived no attention from that quarter. 
The state department authorities ex- 
plain the fact that no acknowledge- 
ment has been made of Mr. Lyons' 
communication by saying that they did 
not know of his whereabouts until 
notified very recently of his arrival in 
Brooklyn. It was stated at the same 
time that Mr. Lyons hud now been 
notified that any charges hemighthave 
to make would receive due considera- 
tion at the hands of tbe department. 


Mr. Lyons is represented by b's 


friends as still determined to press the 
charges, but he has decidee to await 
the return of Assistant Secretary of 
State Uhl, who has charga of consular 
questions in the department. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Lyons then will file 
a aworn statement in the case and press 
it to a conclusion. His defense against 
Welter's original charge ia that the 
letter he opened was addressed to him- 
self and that the letter to the Mada- 
gascar officials was enclosed under one 
seal, with various other letlers to him- 
self, Lyons. 
The investigation will 


bear directly upon the Waller case. 


Waller and hia step-son, Paul Brayi 


sat with Wetter as members of the 
court, and it appears, themselves gained 
the ill will of Wetter because they dis- 
covered what they conceived to be 
Wetter's desire to unduly punish Ly- 
ons. This waa one of the questions 
touched upon by Waller in one of the 
letters to his wife, which were inter- 
cepted by the French authorities, and 
this fact, it is asserted, accounts for 
Wetter's alleged supineness in defend- 
ing Waller's rights

Commission- 
ers Jones and Stellhorn are in favor of 
acting DOW, but Commissioner Purge- 
son does not want to make this two 
cent levy until next year when an 8 
cent levy fshould be made, but he is 
however, for making the levy and build- 
ing the new court house.

The Moving: of the Cro|M. 


The statement that the treasury de. 


partment will give more attention to 
keeping plenty of em ill bills and silver 
in circulation than to maintaining the 
gold balance during the next two 
months is explained by the fact that 
this is the crop moving lesson. As the 
crops are purchased at first hinds in 
small lots the currency required to 
make quick and easy payments must 
be largely in bills of small denomina- 
tions and the estimate of $25,000,000 in 
tl and $2 notes which will be required 
for this use seems quite low enough 
The chances are that it is under idtber 
than up to the real extra demand. 


To the great public the chief interest 


in this statement lies in the fact that it 
marks the beginning of the crop mov- 
ing season. 
Whether the particular 


kind of currency needed for this service 
shall be $25.000,000 or twice that sum 
concerns only the buyers and sellers 
themselves. The fact that the great 
staple crops ara to be moved, giving in- 
creased employment to railways, canals 
and steamship lines and quickening ia- 
dustries in a thousand directions, con- 
cerns everybsdy. The moving of the 
crops means that the farmers will have 
money to spend with the merchants 
and manufacturers, and that new impe- 
tus will be given to the already reviv- 
ing business of the country. 


Fortunately for the nation in g<>n- 


eral and the farmers in particular, the 
crop diversification has been in the 
right direction this year. 
There have 


been less cotton end wheat planted 
than usua'. The markets were already 
overstocked with both. 
More corn and 


potatoes have been planted, staples 
with which the markets were not over- 
stocked, and the crops of both are 
above the average, that of corn being 
the greatest ever known. 
As if nature 


had been trying to help the farmers re- 
store the equilibrium, the crop condi- 
tions elsewhere are likely to cause a 
lively demand for all our staples. 


Unless all signs fail, it will thus 


come about that the wheat and cotton 
producers with smaller crops than 
usual will get more money by an ap- 
preciation in prices than they formerly 
secured for a greater yield of their re 
ipective staples, with the big corn and 
potato crops in reserve to fill all possi- 
ble demands both at home and Abroad. 
On the whole, the crops seem t-j fit the 
markets better this year than usual 
and the preparations for moving them 
will be hailed by everybody as the 
n'gnal for the beginning of a very busy 
and profitable fall and winter season.

BISHOP IRELAND. 


Biographical .sketch of a Mut-h Talked 


About Catholic Prelate. 


Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul, as an 


orator, has gained a national reputa 
tion. He was born in Burnchurcl 
county, Kilkenny,' Ireland, Sept. 11 
1838. His part-nts Emigrated lo the 
L'nited Stales when he was a boy. ani 
settled in St. Paul, Minn. He went to 
Paris in September, ISfiS, c-ntered the 
Petit Seminalre yf Mexirneux, and tin 
ished tho course in four years, half the 
usual time. After studying theology in 
the Grand Semlnatre at Hyeres, he re- 
turned to St. Paul in 1S61, and was or- 
dained in December of that year. He 
served as chaplain of the Fifth Minne- 
sota regiment during a part of the dvl 
war, 
and was afterward appointed rec- 


tor of the cathedral at St. Paul. In 
1869 he organized the first total absti- 
nence society in the sta1;e. In 1870 he 
went to Rome as the accredited repre- 
sentative of Bishop Grace at the Vati- 
can. 
After his consecration as coadju 


tor bishop of St. Paul in 1875, he under- 
took the work of colonization in the 
Northwest. He made large purchases 
of land In Minnesota, which were tak-

It -was after 8 o'clock, and Mr. Timbler 
stepped over the rail into his place ill 
the longboat in evening dress. 


"For days they floated on the ocean, 


aud at last their provisions gave out. 
Then for days they starved, and then 
they drew lots to see who should die. 
The lot fell to Mr. Timbler. It was noon 
when tho lots were drawn; the killing 
was set for fl o'clock. Lots had been 
drawn for this task, too, and at V o'cl<*k 
the sailor upon whom tho lot had fallen 
caino aft, knife in hand, to where Mr.
